things cannot upset it.

snow. Use asbestos fibre instead. 
Do not permit children to light or 
relight the candles while parents or 
adults arc not present. They fre- 
quently set fire to their clothing in- 
stead. 
Do not leave matches within the 
reach of children. 
Do not allow trees to remain inside 
buildings after holidays as the needles 
become dry and ignite very readily. 
Above all, keep all exits free and 
unobstructed, 
and 
keep 
premises 
clean and free from rubbish. 
Keep some means, for extinguishing 
flre in a convenient place.

Mr. Austin was a native of Norway 
and .started in the 
show business 
shortly after coming to this country. 
He was a man of excellent habits, 
always attending strictly to business, 
and was considered by all the big 
shows in the country to be the best 
man In the business up to the time 
that he had to retire on account of 
old Jage. 
. After the deatli of Mr. Maybee, 15d. 
Austin traveled for several years "with 
the Vanambury, Howe's 'London, Bar- 
nuin £ Bailye. and always demanding 
the highest salary of any one in his 
line of work. He died at the age of I 
eighty-three in Delavan, 
his 
home 
town, where he had lived for more 
than sixty years. 
Spencer Alexander was 
another 
product of Delavan, which was his 
nickname in the business for years, 
and who made Janesville his home, 
being connected with Burr Robbins 
for some years, and after Mr. Robbins 
went out of the business, Delavan 
went to the Ring] ing show, where he ' 
remained until the time of his death,, 
some four years ago. And without. 
question, Delavan, Wisconsin, played 
her part well in furnishing 
to the 
show business two of the 
highest 
class boss hostlers that ever was .in ! 
the business. 
A tattooed woman, known in 
the 
business as Mrs. Irene 
"Woodward, 
died recently at her home in Phila- 
delphia, agecl fifty-three. Irene Wood- 
ward, when twenty years of age, join- 
ed the Adam Forepaugb 
show 
as 
one of the big. features for the side 
show, where she traveled for many 
years. She was the original tattooed 
woman and became famous not only 
in this country, but all over Europe, 
for she had traveled in every civilzed 
countiy in. the world. 
During her tour in Europe twenty- 
five years ago. she app-eared before 
royalty and all the leading medical 
institutions on the continent, creating 
a sensation. 
It is aid there are at 
present over thirty-eight life size wax 
figure* of her in imiseums throughout 
Europe. 
She is survived ;by a husband and 
a son, George E. Woodward, known 
in the profession as George E. Barnes, 
of Barnes and West.
